Thresh Dry Grain 


Officials of the Canadian Whegt 
Board have issued the following 
statement in connection wilh the im- 

,' portande of having grain threshed 
dry: 

“The producers of the west are 
undoubtedly just as interested as 
thig board in having their grain 
threshed dry, but there are several 
points we would like to make at this 
time that may.confirm the produc- 
ers’ decision. The quotag now set for 
delivery purposes over the West are 
far more, than sufficient to fill all 
available country elevator space, if 
every farmer decides to deliver at 
once. ? 

“The wheat quota set will permit 
delivery of dnly a small fraction of 
the big crop expected. If the crop is 
threshed dry, it stands a much better 
chance of keeping in farmers’ bins 
until country space can be provided 
to permit further deliveries, If it is 
threshed tough or damp, immediate 
discounts of 2 to 8 and 12 to 13 cents 
per bushel respectively may apply 
and the wheat may heat in the farm- 


ers’ bins, causing further loss of

Harvesting operations in” the 
Prairie Provinceg have been held up 
by light to heavy rains, but, given 
good weather, will be resumed in 
most districts this week. Cutting is 
nearing completion and _ threshing 
has begun. Generally, crop prospects 
continue good; however, yields from 
what little threshing has been done 
show wide variation. Heavy damage 
by sawfly is reported at many points, 
In northern Saskatchewan, yield and 
grade have been affected by frost. 
The honey crop is satisfactory and 
the beet crop is promising. 

In Alberta although delayed by 
rains, cutting is now general and 
threshing has commenced.- The es- 
timated wheat production will be 
substantially larger than, last’ year 
from an increased acreage, with the 
yield per acre about equal to the long

quate except in southeastern districts 
The labour situation is fairly satis- 
factory.

He described the, food position 
encouraging, due to the magnificent 
job of Canada’s farmers in stepping 
up production, . 

He did not anticipate resumption 
of meat rationing, or that clothes 
rationing would have to be introduc- 
ed in Canada. 

Referring to clothing, Mr. Gordon 
discussed textiles, and their uses for 
wartime uniforms, parachutes and 
other needs, Supply of textiles has 
been limited since early Allied losses 
to Japan, and in addition available 
labour for manufacture hag decreas- 
ed, ¢The supply of some garments is 
not and cannot be adequate to meet 
all demands, but no one will suffer,” 
Mr. Gordon stated,

eniiithin ea ten sugar-butter sit- 
uation in Canada is not alarming but 
bears careful watching, O. W. Rodo- 
mar, Deputy Ration, Administrator 
pointed out in a recent interview here

Urging butter conservation, he ex- 
plained that Canada is endeavouring 
to maintain her foreign committ- 
ments in addition to supplying the 
increasing home market. Possible 
future diversion of butter and other 
milk products to UNNRA all indicate 
that available supplies must be care- 
fully watched, he said. / , 

Mr. Rodomar paid tribute to the 
great contribution : to the war effort 
of Canada’s 613 Local Ration Buards. 
These Boards will again take on dis- 
tribution of Ration Book 5 between 
October 14 and 21. 

He praised the attitude of the 
Canadian public to rationing, along 

with other wartime restrictions, and 
mentioned that Canada’s rationing 
system had also won approval of 
other countries, 
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SALARY CONTROLS 

Control over wages and salaries is 
as basic to the wartime economy of 
’ Canada as control over prices. The 
two ate inseparably linked. j 

An increase in labour costs is one 
of the items in the structure of in- 

creas:i costs that leads to increased 
prices unless kept under control, Un- 
_ der inflation prices rise faster than 
. Wages and salaries, so that with the 
increased cost of living the worker is 
actually receiving léss, even though 
‘wages may be higher. 

There are many reasons for in- 
creaged labour costs. Some of them 
are unavoidable. The use of inexper- 
fenced labour, absenteeism, and a 
high labour turnover all lead to an in 
crease in costae of production. In add- 
ition, an increase in wage rates with- 
out a corresponding increase in lab- 
our efficiency will raise labour, costs. 

When wage and salary control 
were instituted, two things had to be 
reali7od. First the fact that the cost 
of living had been rising sharply for 
gome time, made it unfair to freeze 


— —_— 


wages at an . arbttrary level without 
at the same time taking other meas- 
ures to check the rise in the cost of 
living. Secondly, there were many ob- 
vious inequities in the scale of wage 
rates in various sections of the eoun- 
try and in different businesses, 

For these reasons control of ‘wages 
could not be too rigid. Wages. were 
placed under control jate in 1941. To 
provide for increases in the cost of 
living, the Wartime Wages Control 
Order provided for the payment of a 
cost of living bonus, in addition to 
wages, and based on increases in the 
cost of living index. When the Wages 
Control Order was revised in Decem- 
ber, 1948, it provided that the bonus- 
es should be incorporated into basic 
wage rates as from February, 1944. 
Basic wage rates cannot now be in- 
Creased except on the authority of a 
War Labour Board in special circum- 
stances. But if the cost of living in- 
dex rises by-more than 8% and re- 
mains at that level for two consecu- 
tive’ months, the government has 
promised to review the whole pro- 
gram of price and wage control and 
take appropriate action.

amount of autumn grazing. Too much 


autumn growth tends to smother the 
grasses and they will yield leas than 
if a portion of this growth is grazed 
off. Grasses are also damaged by 
over-grazing or grazing too close 
late in the fall. Grasses do best when 
they go into the winter with three 
to four inches of growth. This 
growth may be grazed off after the 
ground freezes up without seriously 
reducing the next year’s crop. 

Red, alsike, and similar clovers 
respond to autumn grazing the same 
as grasses, Legumes such as alfalfa 
and sweet clover respond quite dif- 
ferently. ‘ 

Alfalfa does best if it de¥elops‘at 
l¢ast ten or more inches of growth be 
fore freezeup. Unless considerable 
autumn growth is permitted to deve- 
lop on alfalfa, its vigour will be ser- 
iously impaired, the yield of the suc- 
ceeding crop will be reduced and, in 
extreme cases, the stand may winter 
kill. But grazing after’ low tempera- 
tures have checked further autumn 
growth will not injure the alfalfa 
plants. Freezing the autumn growth 
reduces its moisture content and cuts 
down the danger from bloating to a 
minimum. These Statements concern- 
ing alfalfa also apply to the first 
season's growth of sweet clover. 


CARE OF MILKING MACHINES 
Few inventions have done more to 
reduce drudgery and save time on the 
farm than the milking machine, With 
its aid, milk production has ‘been 
maintafned during these war years 
even though far fewer able-bodied 
men are available to milk cows. How 
ever, there is another side to the 
picture.

In brief, the machines are given a 
suction rinse with clear cold or luke- 
‘warm water immediately the - last 
cow has been milked.

Daily dismantling and 
brushing of the teat-cup assembly is 
hot necessary, ag the lye solution not 
only keeps down the growth of bac- 
teria but also dissolves or removes 
any traces of milk solids left after 
the clear water rinse. This method 
thus ‘maintains the milking machine 
in excellent sanitary condition with 
a minimum expenditure of time and 
effort.
